GENERAL HISTORY 



a. Mission. To command assigned naval shore activities. 
To provide direct support to fleet units worldwide as well as 
other agencies as directed by higher authority. To provide, 
operate, and maintain adequate naval space resources and 
personnel; to coordinate naval requirements for the use of 
existing space capabilities and resources; to support mission 
development for current and future space activities. To 
determine facilities and systems requirements; to determine 
requirements for inclusion in the planning, programming, and 
budgeting system; to coordinate the execution of approved space 
programs; to exercise command and support authority over naval 
space systems on a naval service-wide basis in support of 
national maritime strategy; and to perform such other functions 
as may be directed by higher authority. 

b- Command Organization. The Naval Space Command is an 
echelon 2 command and is composed of a headquarters staff and 
three field activities: the Navy Astronautics Group, the Naval 
Space Surveillance Center, and the Fleet Surveillance Support 
Command. 

Included in the headquarters staff are three billets for the 
NAVSPACECOM Detachment located at the U. S. Space Command- 
Headquarters, Peterson AFB, Colorado Springs, CO; and two billets 
to perform— the fleet support function of the Navy's Tactical 
Exploitation of National Capabilities (TENCAP) office.
